Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: These claims were 
allowed in an Office action mailed 25 June 201 0. Applicant vacated that allowance by filing 
an RCE with IDS, which has been considered. The claims (as made of record 6 January 
2010) are still allowable for the reasons given in the Office actions mailed 8 October 2009 
and 27 June 2005, as amended in the Office action mailed 25 June 2010.
